BUCKWHEAT CAKES IN SUMMER. 


n>o Grain It Flrit Pollihod, Then Shocked, 


»ml then Ground Into Flour. 


[Now York Bun.] 


While a down-town flour merchant 


watched an employe load a truck with buck- 
wheat Dour, tho other day, ho said: "Yen 
would hardly 'ezpact to sea such a lar^e sal* 
rf buckwheat as that at this time of tho 
year, would youl The foot is tho use of 
buckwheat is increasing. Tho restaurants 
here servo buckwheat cakes the year around, 
though it strikes a countryman as rather 
add to see buckwheats in warm weather. 
Tho increased uso of this flour is due to the 
great improvements in its 
manufacture 


within tho lost thros or four years. 


"When I was a boy tho straw with the 


grain in the hoad was piled on tho barn 
Boor and pounded with a flail. Tho straw 
was thon forked off and tho grain swept into 
piloa. 
"\VUen the wind was blowing briskly 


the grain was thrown into tho air with 
shovels, so that tho chaff could ba blown 
away, and then tho grain was ground be- 
twesn tho old-fashioned milestones. The 


I bran was separated from tho meal by sift • 
ing with a wire-bottomed sieve. The first 
improvement was ruaclo when a silk bolting- 
reol was substituted for a wire-cloth sieve. 


"After a great many years an old York 


rtate miller concluded that the meal would 
have less shuck or bran in it if the shuck 
could be removed from the berry before it 
was ground. To do that ho run the grain 
through a series of corrugated rollers which 
simply cracked open the shuck and allow 
the kernel to drop out 
The broken shucks 


and kernels wore separated by screens, and 
thereafter buckwheat flour was about as 
white as any other. The demand- lor it in- 
creased rapidly, but it wasnot quite perfect, 
becauso the fino fuzz and dirt adhoring to 
the outjde' of the berry fell through the 
screen with the kernels after the shuck had 
been broken open by the rollers of the 
shucker. 
"To got rid of this it was necessary to pol- 


ish each berry of the grain separately be- 
fore it was shucked. The machine for do- 
ing this has just been put on the market. It 
consists of a cast-iron cylinder, say three 
feet long and one foot in diameter, which 
revolves within a jacket made of steel -wire 
cloth. The cyunder is covered with square 
knobs a half inch large, which project to 
within a fraction of an inch of tho jacket. 
The cylinder is set a-whirling at the rate of 
750 revolutions a minute, and the grain, 
after passing over a screen to get the straw 
out, falls down between the jacket and the 
cylinder. 
There it goes around and around, 


knocking against the knobs and the jacket, 
an upward current of air carrying off tha 
dust, until it falls out below as clean as a 
hound's tooth. Then it slides over a mag- 
netized plate to remove any trace of metal 
before going into tho shucker. That makes 
what we call perfect buckwheat flour."

Ths 
report of th« tests made at VTaUonrilla 
showed an average percentage of sftcchtxiue 
matter of about 13, tho highest percentage 
•ttained being 17. 
Renewed interest woa 


aroused, and ft committee was appointed to 
farther investigate the adaptability of the 
eoil to beet culture and loformulate a plan 
to establish a factory here. Th« commit- 
tee will report progreai to the Board of 
Trade, and the establishment of»factory is 
only a matter of time.

The Lava Peaks of New Mexico. 


[Philadelphia Record.! 


The geological survey reports from north- 


western New Mexico a multitude of needle- 
like peaks rising out of a broad valley bot- 
tom to the height of oyor <i,000 feet. 
They 


are composed of black basaltic lava, having 
a beautiful columnar structure like the 
basalt of tha Giant's Causeway. They are 
emnants of lava which once rose up out of 
IB earth through the strata and congealed 
n tho volcanic pipas or vents. 


In later periods tha strata which enclosed 
lem have been dissolved away and re- 


moved by the general erosion of the coun- 
try, leaving these basaltic cores projecting 
nany hundreds of feet in the air, as casts 
f the volcanic pipes or passages through 
which the ancient towers rose to the surface. 
:hose which are just beginning to be dis- 
losed in the mesa walls still have remnants 
f the old cinder cones upon their summits, 
while from those which are wholly or in 
greatest part excavated all traces of the 
dnder cones have disappeared. Thus the 
veritable root* of these ancient volcanoes 
are unearthed and laid open to the inspec- 
ion of the geologist 


"Whistling Dick's" Commander.

Ex-soldiers who were engaged in the siege 


of Vicksburg will bo interested to know that 
the rebel lieutenant, Dick Agar, who had 
charge of the noted rifled gun, "Whistling 
Dick," on the bluff fronting the river, is 
dead. He committed suicide at New Or- 
leans on tho 4th inst., induced by low spirits 
and ill health. The battery commanded by 
Lieut Agar consisted of "Whistling Dick" 
and a Blakoley rifle, and was more con 
stantly occupied during the siege than any 
other rebel battery. This was due to the 
fact that they were better supplied with 
appliances for securing accuracy of fire. In 
tact they were almost the only guns whose 
execution was mora than the result of guess- 
work. Tao news of the suicide ot Lieut. 
Agar will produce a thrill of sorrow in the 
hearts of thousands who for tho first timo 
will hear his name. He was an Irishman 
by birth and was C^ years of age,

Joliii Brown's Scnffoltl. 


General James B. Coit, of Wathington, 


who recently purchased lh« timber which 
formed the scaffolding upon which John 
Brown was hanged, Bays that he intends 
to have the structure restored and to ex- 
hibit it through the country. The scaffold 
was erected in 1860 by David H. Cocker- 
ell. Brown was hanged upon it on Decem- 
ber 2d of that year, rnd on the 16th of the 
same month, Coppac, Green, Copeland 
and another followed. It was then taken 
down and again erected in March of the 
yar following, when Hezlette and Stevens 
were hanged upon the gibbet. It was 
subsequently presented to Cockerell by 
Judge B. B. Davenport, of the Jefferson 
county court. Subsequently it was made 
into the porch of a house and remained 
there until 18 j3, when the owner thought 
it might ha\ i a value us a n lie, and it was 
taken down uud stored in the second story 
of the jail. General Coit happened to be 
in Charleston and learned of the existence 
of the timber. He o«rns Bolivar heights, 
which overlook the scuce of Brown's ex- 
ploits, and-hu conceived the idea of elect- 
ing a monument to Brown on the summit 
of those heights. He decided therefore to 
get possession of the scaffold and put it in 
the hands of some one who would propeily 
oihibit it through the country. His idea 
is to use all the funds obtained from the 
exhibition, after paying the espouses, for 
the purpose of erecting tho^roposed statue 
and as Harper's Ferry has already become 
a place of popular resort, it is probable 
that the enterprise will meet with very 
general approval.
